Here. 
The United States pac ket Golden­ 
rod, which passed up the Ohio Tues­ 
day has started south on its return 
trip, and last evening the boat lay at 
the foot of Babb’s island 
until 
an 
early hour this morning when it start­ 
ed for tile southern rivers. 
It is the; 
duty of this boat to look aftet all the 
beacon lights along the river, which 
are for the guidance of pilots. 
These lights and built and kept by the 
government which hires people living 
near the lights to see that they are 
lit every night of the^year. Their sal­ 
aries range from $5 to $16 a month, ac ­

Condemned in Missouri And Confisca­ 
ted By Health 
Authorities 
in New York. 
Judge Clarke, of St. Louis, has con­ 
victed and fined heavily a num ber of 
grocers for selliug baking powders 
containing alum. 
The week before the Health D epart­ 
m ent of New York seized a quantity of 
stuff being sold for baking powder 
which they found was made from alum 
mixed with ground rock, and dumped 
it into the river. 
The Health Authorities are thus 
taking effective means to prevent the 
introduction into our m arkets of in­ 
jurious subsitutes in place of whole­ 
some baking powders. 
As alum costs only two cents a 
pound, there is a great tem ptation for 
those m anufacturers who make sub­ 
stitutes and im itation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking powders can be detected 
by the health authorities by chemical 
analysis, but the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance 
in 
protecting 
the 
health of the people is im portant, can­ 
not make a chemical exam ination. She 
may easily know the alum baking pow­ 
ders, however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to tw enty cents 
for a pound can, or that some prize— 
Uke a spoon, or glass, or piece of 
crockery, or wooden 
ware—is 
given 
with the powder as an inducement. 
As the people continue to realize 
the im portance of this subject and 
dealers insist on having baking pow­ 
der of established name and character, 
and as the health authorities continue 
their 
vigorous crusades, 
the 
alum 
danger will, it is hoped, finally be driv­ 
en from our homes.

Condemned in Missouri And Confisca­ 
ted By Health 
Authorities 
in New York. 
Judge Clarke, of St. Louis, has con­ 
victed and fined heavily a number of 
grocers for selling baking powders 
containing alum. 
The week before tho Health Depart­ 
ment of New York seized a quantity of 
stuff being sold for baking powder 
which they found was made from alum 
mixed with ground rook, and dumped 
it into the river. 
The 
Health 
Authorities are 
thus 
taking effective means to prevent the 
introduction into our markets of in­ 
jurious subsitutes in place of whole­ 
some baking powders. 
As alum costs only two cents a 
pound, there is a great temptation for 
those manufacturers who make sub­ 
stitutes and imitation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking powders can be detected 
by the health authorities by chemical 
analysis, but the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance 
in 
protecting 
the 
health of the people is important, can­ 
not make a chemical **xaniination. She 
may easily know the alum baking pow­ 
ders, however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to twenty cents 
for a pound can, or that some prize— 
like a spoon, or glass, or piece of 
crockery, or wooden 
ware— is 
given 
with the powder as an inducement. 
As the people continue to realize 
the importance of this subject and 
dealers insist on having baking pow­ 
der of established name and character, 
and as the health authorities continue 
their 
vigorous crusades, 
the 
alum 
danger will, it is hoped, finally be driv­ 
en from our homes.

Havemeyer Explairs Holdiugs 
In Cuba to the Senate 
Committee, 


ADMITS LOWERING OF PRICES. 


Reduction 
In 
Missouri 
Valley 
W as 


Made to Regain Lost Trade, Which 


He Declared Beet Sugar People Had 


Secured by Unfair Means. 


Washington; 
May 
2.—President 
Havemeyer, of the American Sugar 
Refining company, 
appeared 
before 
the senate committee on Cuban rela­ 
tions yesterday. 
Accompanying Mr. 
Havemeyer 
were 
Arthur 
Bonner, 
treasurer of the company, and Henry 
C. Mott, its raw sugar buyer. 
Hto 
testimony was in part: 
"Will you,” Senator 
Platt 
asked, 
"tell the committee how much Cuban 
sugar, if any, has been purchased and 
is now held l>y your company?” 
"Since early in February last we 
have purchased 50,000 tons or 256, 
OOO bags, or about IO days’ supply,” 
replied 
Ml\ 
Havemeyer. _ VOf that 
quantity 2(5,ftOO tons Is IiSw in process 
of shipment from Cuba. 
The prices 
paid had ranged from $1.75 to $1.92, 
the highest price being paid on March 
13 and the lowest on April 22a” 
"Does the 60,000 tons you 'mention 
represent your entire 
purchases in 
Cuba since the first of January?” 
“No; we have bought all told 93,000 
tons of Cuban sugars during the pres 
ent year, or about three-fourths of a 
month’s supply, our consumption be 
ing about 35.000 tons per week.” 


Not Trying to Secure Crop Control. 
"It has been stated that your or­ 
ganization 
has 
been buying up or 
seeking to control a large proportion 
of the Cuban sugar crop and that if 
concessions are made to Cuba, prac- 
tically all of the benefits would go to 
you?” 
"There is no truth whatever in that 
statement.” 
"What difference would there be in 
the price of Cuban sugar as compared 
with the Hamburg market if the en­ 
tire Cuban crop was to be sold on a 
congested market?” 
“About one-sixteenth of a cent poi 
pound. 
That would be ti cents pe: 
hundred, as against 33 cents per hun 
dred, which it is proposed to give the 
Cubans on the basis of a 20 per cent 
reduction in the tariff. The difference 
would all go to the Cubans.” 
In reply to other Questions he said 
that the price of raw sugar in th-* 
United States is fixed by the beet 
market prices in Hamburg. The price 
there fixes the selling price for the en 
tire world, said Mr. Havemeyer. 
On 
the 
subject of the price of Cuban 
sugars he said that 
his 
company 
could not determine their price. “We 
have,” he said, “no control over them 
whatever; they don't belong to us.” 
“Cuba has to sell her sugar in thto 
market, hasn’t she?’’ 
"No, that is not true; she caff sell 
in England, for instance, if she is 
sirous to do so. 
England could take 
the entire Cuban crop.” 
Continuing, 
Mr. 
Havemeyer said 
the entire Cuban sugar crop is about 
750,000 tons, b u fth ai much of it has 
been withheld from the market in 
view of possible tariff concessions to 
be made by congress. 
On this ae 
couct his purchases had been on1} 
about onothird of tile average * £ 
other years. 
Speaking 
of 
the capacity of hi.-, 
company, he said that it refined *1 
per cent 
of 
the American refined 
product. 
Mr. Platt then asked: 
“Suppose 
the United States should make a con 
cession of say 20 or 25 per cent in th* 
tariff rates on Cuban sugar, couldn’t 
you refuse to buy the Cuban product 
except at your own rates, and th u s 
secure Hie benefit of the concession?” 
Not Obliged to Sell to Them. 
“In no way,” was the reply. 
“Cuba 
would be under no obligations to scil 
to us, because, as I have said. th. 
Cuban producers could 
find 
other 
markets.” 
He said that some five or six years 
ago he had acquired a half interea 
in a sugar plantation at Tananio bay 
but that when the owners had prepar­ 
ed to utilize the land their own im 
provements had been obliterated by 
the insurgents and that nothing 
since b en done with it. Other int* r 
ests h* Id by him in Cuba wer,e en un. 
crated as follows*

His

asked, 
"tell the com mittee how much Cuban 
Sugar, if any, has been purchased and 
is now held t>y your company ?’’ 
"Since early in F ebruary last we 
have purchased 50,000 tons or 256, 
OOO bags, or about IO days’ supply," 
replied 
Mfv 
Havemeyer. 
‘/Of th at 
c^uantity 2(5,(IOO tons Is fiSw in process 
of shipm ent from Cuba. 
T he prices 
paid had ranged from $1.75 to $1.92, 
the highest price being paid on March 
13 and tho lowest on April 2 2 /’ 
"Does the 60,000 tons you "mention 
represent your entire 
purchases in 
Cuba since the first of Ja n u a ry ? ” 
“No; we have bought all told 93,000 
tons of Cuban sugars during the pres 
ent year, or about three-fourths of a 
m onth’s supply, our consum ption be­ 
ing about 35.000 tons per week.” 


Not Trying to Secure Crop Control. 
"It has been stated th a t your or­ 
ganization 
has 
been buying up or 
seeking to control a large proportion 
of the Cuban sugar crop and th at if 
concessions are made to Cuba, prac- 
tically all of the benefits would go to 
you?” 
"T here is no truth w hatever in that 
statem ent.” 
"W hat difference would there be in 
the price of Cuban sugar as compared 
with the H am burg m arket if the en 
tire Cuban crop was to be sold on a 
congested m arket?” 
"About one-sixteenth of a cent poi 
pound. 
That would be 6 cents pel 
hundred, as against 33 cents per hun 
dred, which it is proposed to give the 
Cubans on the basis of a 20 per cent 
reduction in the tariff. 
The difference 
would all go to the Cubans.” 
In reply to other questions be sai l 
th a t the price of raw sugar in th--* 
United States is fixed by the beet 
m arket prices in Hamburg. 
T he price 
there fixes the selling price for the en 
tire world, said Mr. Havem eyer. 
On 
th e 
subject of the price of Cuban 
sugars he said that 
his 
company 
could not determ ine their price. 
“ We 
have,” he said, "no control over them 
whatever: they don't belong to us.” 
"Cuba bas to sell her sugar in thi« 
m arket, hasn't she?/ 
"No, th at is not true; she can sell 
in England, for instance, if she is cb* 
sirous to do so. 
England could take 
the entire Cuban crop.” 
Continuing.

H avem eyer said 
the entire Cuban sugar crop is about 
750,000 tons, b u t'th at much of it bas 
been withheld from the m arket bi 
view of possible tariff concessions to 
be made by congress.

finished, the ordinance provided that 
<he franchise should be null and void. 
Other extensions have been mad**, but 
nothing has been done upon the con­ 
struction of the line in question.

Condemned in Missouri And Confisca­ 
ted By Health 
Authorities 
in New York. 
Judge Clarke, of St. Louis, has con­ 
victed and fined heavily a num ber of 
grocers for selling baking powders 
containing alum. 
T he week before the H ealth D epart 
merit of New York seized a quantity of 
stuff being sold for baking powder 
which they found was made from alum 
mixed with ground rock, and dumped 
it into the river. 
The 
Health 
Authorities are 
thus 
taking effective m eans to prevent th e 
introduction into our m arkets of in­ 
jurious subsitutes in place of whole­ 
some baking powders. 
As alum costs only two cents a 
pound, there is a great tem ptation for 
those m anufacturers who m ake sub 
stitutes and imitation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking powders can be detected 
by the health authorities by chem ical 
analysis, hut the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance 
in 
protecting 
the 
health of the people is im portant, r an 
not m ake a chemical examination. She 
may easily know the alum baking pow­ 
ders, however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to tw enty cents 
for a pound can, or that some prize— 
ilke a spoon, or glass, or piece of 
crockery, or wroodon 
w are- is 
given 
with the powder as an inducement. 
As the people continue to realize 
the im portance of this subject and 
dealers insist on having baking pow­ 
der of established nam e and character, 
and as the health authorities continue 
their 
vigorous crusades, 
the 
alum 
d anger will, it is hoped, finally be driv­ 
en from our homes

have purchased 50,000 tons or 256, 
OOO bags, or about IO days’ supply,"

quantity 2C.000 tons Is W5w in process 
of shipment from Cuba. 
The prices 
paid had ranged from $1.75 to $1.92 
the highest price being paid on March 
13 and the lowest on April 22,M 
“Does the 60,000 tons you mention 
represent your entire 
purchases 
Cuba since the first of January?” 
"No; we have bought all told 93,000 
tons of Cuban sugars during the pres 
ent year, or about three-fourths of 
month’s supply, our consumption be­ 
ing about 35,000 tons per week.” 


Not Trying to Secure Crop Control 
“It has been stated that your or 
ganization 
has 
been buying up or 
seeking to control a large proportion 
of the Cuban sugar crop and that if 
concessions are made to Cuba, prac­ 
tically all of the benefits would go to 
you?” 
“There is no truth whatever in that 
statement.” 
“ What difference would there be in 
the price of Cuban sugar as compared 
with the Hamburg market if the en 
tire Cuban crop was to be sold on u 
congested m arket?” 
“About one-sixteenth of a cent pet 
pound. 
That would be ti cents pei 
hundred, as against 33 cents per hun 
dred, which it is proposed to give the 
Cubans on the basis of a 20 per cent 
reduction in the tariff. The differenc e 
would all go to the Cubans.”
